CRITTENDEN FISCAL 
COURT IS INDICTED 

Let Contract Then Appoint 
Themselves Supervisors, 
ns Charged 

Marion. Ky., March 26. —The 
grand jury at the present term of the 
Crittenden County Circuit Court in 
dieted the Fiscal Court of the Coun 
ty for "being interested and con- 
cerned in contracts for work to be 
done and teams to be furnished for 
said county in work on the public 
roads and highways of said county." 

The indictment was returned under 
section 1,844 of the Kentucky Stat- 
utes making the fine for said offense 
from $500 to $5,O(»0. The indict- 
ment was based upon an order made 
by the Fiscal Court whereby it pur 
chased eight road graders for the 
county, one for each magisterial, 
district, and allowed $400 to be ex- 
pended on the roads in each district 
and then appointed themselves as 
supervisors of said road, grading in 
their respective districts at a salary 
of $2 per day.
